The Heather Lad 2nd line does not represent many bulls but 
has a wide and deep rooted influence upon our present day Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle. It has seemed some times in the past few pre- 
potent bulls of this line would overrun and dominate the 1ace. 
American Aberdeen-Arvus’ first influence from this line of breeding 
was when Black Knight became the leading herd sire of that never 
forgotten herd Turlington. Black Knight’s success was carried on 
by Heather Lad 2nd, a show bull, and no less renowned as a bieed- 
er. The family mantel was kept bright in the next generation by 
Gay Lad, Black Knight’s most renowned grand- 
son. Gay Lad 2nd was shown very successfully 
by the late Mr. Estill and probably did as much 
and possibly more to smooth up the shoulders of 
the Aberdeen-Angus breed than any other bull. 
Gay Lad did notable service in the herd of J. 
Evans, Jr., & Sons. We find him breeding on 
through two sons—10th Laird of Estill and Rose- 
gay. The champion 10th Laird of Estill begot 
Baden Lad recognized in his day as a great breed- 
ing animal, then came the thick bull Protine and 
Protine will always be remembered because he 
sired that unconquerable, immortal Earl Mar- 
shall. He came forth to champion his race. Earl 
Marshall was a he bull, smooth in shoulders, 
strong in head, and possessing something that 
breeders have tried to define. Some call it “IT,” 
Sam Guard calls it GEIST and as I saw Eayl 
Marshall come out of the barn at the age of 14 
ready to lick any bull in the world, I named it 
“spizzerinktum.” It seems almost futile to write 
upon these pages about Earl Marshall, he is so 
well known that a little more said will not add. I 
have often thought it not necessary to write about 
the great, their work will take care of that. But 
from the standpoint of cold matter of facts, it is interesting to note 
that Earl Marshall can stand up under any test. He did not only 
lead the list of high scoring sires but put more sons on the chart 
than any other bull, having twenty-seven sons that are breeding 
on today by siring prize winners at our leading shows. As former- 
ly stated, six sons were included in the high sizes and the greatest 
of these was the International grand champion, Blackcap Revolu- 
tion, who in turn placed three sons in the list with other sons indi- 
cating that they will be great sires. Blackcap Revolution died at 
the age of 9, a few weeks after the passing of Earl Marshall, no 
doubt if he had lived he would possibly have equalled or surpassed 
the record of his great sire. It is very doubtful that Earl Mar- 
shall’s blood has much to fear from the standpoint of holding its 
own in the future. With the support of the blood of Blackcap Rev-

Rosegay, the son 
of Gay Lad is still having his influence upon American cattle and 
the bull Broadus Norwood 3rd, four generations removed from 
Heather Lad 2nd made a score of 138 points. He has been senior 
champion bull at Chicago and has done 
some good service in the herds of Illinois 
and Indiana.

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Back to “Tndianny” 


Hills, Wooded Pastures, Winding Roads, Black Cattle 


Schedules like New Years resolutions are made to be broken— 
at least that is the way it seems. Plans for weeks ahead included 
stops at many breeders places on the way down to Holmes Thomp- 
son’s sale, however as usual only a portion of that program could 
be executed. Anyway it was Sunday, June Ist, and a mighty fine 
day in Iowa. Betty Lou had been prepared for her maiden voyage 
into a far land. About 1000 miles had already showed up on the 
speedometer, enough to assure safe going, therefore she was head- 
ed south by east at about 2:30 p. m. af 

We bunked at Ed. Davis’ town, lowa City, that evening and 
started off at a good early hour on Monday 
morning. Heading east of south this time 
landed us at Rushville, Illinois, somewhere é 
round ten o’clock in the morning. This is a 
pretty, old town. At the lower corner of the 
square is a handsome building occupied by the 
Rushville State Bank, whose president, George 
Dyson, and Vice-president A. P. Rodewald, are 
partners in the Aberdeen-Angus cattle busi- 
ness. Both were at their desks. Mr. Dyson 
being the active member in charge of the cat- 
tle operations excused himself from the tasks 
of the day and we were off on a tour of in- 
spection which covered several farmsteads lo- 
cated some little distance apart. 

Just south of town is a twenty-six acre 
timber pasture in which we found a fine bunch 
of breeding cows, calves and young heifers. 
Mr. Dyson being conversant with the individ- 
uals and their family history proved a good 
entertainer. Among the outstanding thing's 
discovered here was Blackcap of Glyn Mawr 
5th a thirteen year old daughter of Black Pass 
with a splendid heifer calf at foot. This cow 
had been purchased at a long price at the Wil- 

cox dispersion in Kansas where Milt Tudor 
of Iowa had been the runner up. At the time 
she had a bull calf at foot by Blackcap Poe the 
famous high priced bull at the head of the 
Wilcox herd. This calf proved to be a real outstanding herd bull 
and was used for three years in the Dyson & Rodewald herd where 
he left a string of fine heifers. 

This old cow in spite of nursing her heifer calf is in excellent 
condition, shows a lot of quality and is an easy keeper. She is a 
daughter of Blackcap of Cherokee 4th 113612. A dozen or move of 
her daughters and granddaughters were in this group and eveiy 
one could casily be selected because of their uniformity and easy 
keeping qualities. Another smooth one was the McHenry Black- 
cap cow, Blackcap Poetry 395523. 

Three other farms were visited, one of these is managed by 
Tom Armstrong, another by his brother Ercel and the third by 


Tom Armstrong, Geo. Dyson, 
Ercel Armstrong. 


Fred Briggs. At each place is kept a splendid typey set of cows 
and a good herd bull. These cows are selected for breeding and 
their individual fitness for the bull to which they are to be mated. 
As a result it was no trouble for either of the three farm managers 
to show a fine string of calves, among them a number of outstand- 
ing young things. At one farm several heifers that were real show 
yard prospects seemed inclined to stick right around close to us. 
Kither that or we could not well get away from them, I don’t know 
which. In a lot adjoining one of the barns was a group of bull 
calves, among them several good ones, and one that was outstand- 
ing. We tried to get a picture of this calf but 
the light was not just right and the calf per- 
sisted in walking up and looking right into the 
camera so the operation proved unsuccessful. 
This calf recorded under the name of Blackcap 
Effie’s Lad was calved July 18, 1929, and has 
for sire Blackcap Prince Lad 406411, by Black- 
cap Elmore Lad 381474. His dam is Blackcap 
Effie S. 396935. This is one of the real pros- 
pects of the season. 

Another of the cows was Bertram’s Black- 
cap 346528, a big smooth daughter of Black- 
cap Bertram and Blackcap of Home Dale 3d 
172417. One of the good stock bulls in service 
is Enchantress Elluna’s Earl 410720 a son of 
Blackcap Foch 341121, who was a son of 
Blackcap Poe. His dam Enchantress Elluna 
2d 377732 is a daughter of Enchantress Elluna 
333412, she a daughter of Brookside Elfin and 
Brookside Elluna 160944. 

Marshall 4th 385709 is in service at an- 
other of the farms. He is a son of The Mar- 
shall 344501 who is a son of the International 
grand champion Bar Marshall and Blackcap 
McHenry 121st 229186. His dam, Erica Entel- 
la 5th 352830 is a daughter of Eran 291538 by 
Enlate and the second dam is Erica McHenry 
59th. It has been the policy of Dyson & Rode- 
wald to retain all the heifers that met their 
approval as to type and quality and breeding and to discard the 
rest. Following rigidly this policy over a period of many years 
has built a uniformity in type and size and sifted out only those 
that were able to withstand the rigorous test. Mr. Dyson said “it 
has been our policy to put into the commercial market any animal 
that was not good enough to keep in our own breeding herds. We 
refused steadfastly to sell for breeding purposes anything but the 
very best.” As a result the Dyson & Rodewald herd is one of the 
very strong breeding units to come under inspection this season. 

“Prior to this time,” said Mr. Dyson, “we have not felt that 
we were in position to spare any of the top animals as we needed 
them in our own production and in our own breeding herd. Follow-

sive rains in lowa and Missouri did 

Bae back the crowd that gathered at 

the Dr. Laughlin dispersion sale at Kirks- 

ville, Missouri, on Monday, June 16th, in 
which the firm of Mills & Anderson of the 
same town participated. Men were there 
from many states and several other states 
were represented by bids at the sidelines. 
The improvised pavillion, arranged in a 
mammoth lumber shed made quite a satis- 
factory place in which to sell. The seats 
were packed and the isles were also filled 
to capacity. As many more seats could 
have been utilized handily. The demand for 
catalogs had been exceptionally good. Some 
buyers came in on Saturday preceding and 
many others arrived during the day—Sun- 
day—with the greater portion of the folks 
coming in at an early 
hour Monday morning. 
The cattle were present- 

ed in very ordinary past- 
ure condition with the ex- 
ception of a few head that 
were in a high state of 
flesh and to which buyers 
attached themselves im- 
mediately when they were 
presented in the arena. 
Despite the thinness of 
these cattle, their breed- 
ing and type caused folks 
to be interested and to 
mark their catalogs prior 
to the opening of the sale. 
Cols. Kraschel and Cooper 
occupied the block at in- 
tervals. The sale opened 
at 10:00 o’clock in the 
morning and recessed a 
few minutes at noon only 
to find the seats more 
closely packed for the af- 
ternoon session which last- 
ed until nearly six o’clock 
that evening. ; 

Manager E. T. Davis 
of Iowa City, lowa, open- 
ed the sale with the fe- 
males, presenting for the 
first number the beautifully bred Black- 
cap cow Blackcap McHenry C. llth a 
daughter of Eline Marshall who was the re- 
sult of a mating of Earl Marshall and Eline 
K. 11th, she a daughter of Imp. Eline of 
Balmoral, and her cow calf by Blackcap 
Clipper 24th. The crowd hung back in an 
attempt to test the strength of buyeis pres- 
ent. Instructions had been given to “sell 
em quick” and instructions were to be fol- 
lowed so the auctioneers announced. As a 
result the first cow passed to Oliver Ca- 
bana, Jr., of New York, at $190.00. 

Lot 96 was next presented. Hveryone 
present realized that to own a cow meant 
to buy her before the auctioneer’s hammer 
should fall. Consequently the start of 
$150.00 went like lightning to double and 
treble itself. There were a lot of men want- 
ing this richly bred Eisa daughter of Earl 
Marshall whose dam was also a daughter 
of Earl Marshall and who was selling with 
a bull calf at foot by Energy’s Marshall.

cow at the top of the sale, $565.00. Next 
came Lot 117, Blackbird Progress 30th, and 
bull calf by Blackcap Revolution Again and 
rebred to Revolution 45th the 1929 Interna- 
tional Junior Champion son of Blackcap 
Revolution.

The bidding opened 
at the same place as for the preceding cow 
and dwindled quickly down to the same two 
final contenders. This time Boyd G. Weid- 
lein of Webster City scored over the Ca- 
bana bid and succeeded in taking his cow 
home at even $500.00. 

The fourth high cow was found when Po- 
lo Pride E. 5th another daughter: of Earl 
Marshall with bull calf by Revolution 7th 
passed to St. Albans Farms at Becker, Mis- 
souri, at $375.00.

row says Mr. Schmidt. “We watch our menu just as closely as we 
possibly can at all times.” As a result this Tarkio ranch has been 
turning out for years a very high class beef product. It was only a 
few years ago however that Mr. Schmidt discovered that there was 
a great difference in the breed of cattle upon which he was 
experimenting. Some breeds respond more readily and 
more efficiently than others. He tried them all 
and with excellent resultss but the Bonnie 
Blacks forced their way into his heart 
and eventually found their way to the 
top of the ladder of fame. While the ex- 
perience was somewhat new to Mr. 
Schmidt it is the old, old story for many 
of the old timers who long since made 
similar discoveries. Mr. Schmidt went into 
detail as to the rations, their proper balanc- 
ing, and the results obtained—a long story 
that is best told in his own literature. 

It was a load of youngsters selected from 
one of these lots that found its way to the 
National Western Fat Stock Show at Denver 
last January that now furnishes the incentive 
for these writings. Fortunately our faithful cam- 
era recorded a splendid likeness of this carlot 
group which is shown on the front cover page to- 
day. It was the excelient transportation service of 
the Burlington that landed them safely at the show 
and in the back ground is shown a part of the build- 
ings at Tarkio ranch. The Burlington “took ’em for 
a ride” after the show—but no one objected. 

Tom Cross pronounced this the best load of fat bul- 
locks that he had ever had the pleasure of putting his 
hands on and so ordered that the grand championship 
ribbon should be hung here.

They are 
mostly September calves which ran 
with their mothers until about the 
first of February, 1929. Along in 
November, 1928, they were permitted 
to run to a self feeder while yet with 
their mothers.

To the 
contrary the spread between breeding cattle 
and feeding cattle will become wider. In 
other words it would seem that the time is 
at hand when the pure bred cow carrying 
her superior quality and power of transmis- 
sion of that quality to her progeny will con- 
tinue to find favor among our progressive 
and especially our more aggressive farm- 
ers. Especially will this be true with the 
Aberdeen-Angus breed. The breed whose 
quality has carried it to the foremost posi- 
tion in ideal beef production—whose sons 
when fitted have conquered practically ev- 
ery carlot show in the land is destined to 
forge ahead. The rapidity of the process 
will depend largely upon the exertion and 
the energy displayed by those who hold ti- 
tle to these pure bred herds.

Club Boy Reports. 

Last year was my third year of club work. 
I bought my calf from Briarcliff Farms, 
Inc., on December 1st where most of the 
Dutchess County Club bought their calves. 
The calves are picked by lot, that is, you 
draw numbers and the number you draw is 
the pick you get. I had eighth pick. 

This calf was the smallest calf in the 
bunch, weighing only 290 pounds. I started 
him off with a feeding ration of equal parts 
cracked corn and ground oats with a little 
bran and oil meal, I kept hay, water and 
salt before him at all times. The oats was 
gradually decereased while the coin was in- 
creased. In the spring I started to feed 
him cooked barley, also changed from oil 
meal to Steer Fatena. He was fed cooked 
barley until the middle of August. I also 
gave him plenty of exercise every day. 

He was first shown at the Dutchess 
County Fair, then at the Eastern States 
Exposition. 

At the Eastern States Exposition he 
weighed 820 pounds and was bought by the 
Wilson Packing Company for 75 cents a 
pound.

autiful club house, a golf course, a lake 
ps ; Dies pool, go to make the place 
more attractive. This is the place where 
our own William Scripps of Wildwood 
Farms, Michigan, spent much of his boy- 


taking lunch with Mr. and Mrs.

os situated on a knob at the turn of the 
road. 

Quickly a visit was made to the bull past- 
ure and from there to another pasture 
where a group of calves were hiding in the 
brush along a creek. From this across an 
oat field to another timber pasture a half 
mile or more away where the cows were 
feeding. After spending a little time here 
it was not difficult to see why it is that E. 
A. Schwarm is able always to bring to any 
sale a splendid string of outstanding cattle. 
There is a lot of rich breeding represented 
in this group of cows. Walking around 
among them we singled out one and drove 
her apart from the rest. What is this one?
